We  receivcJ  yesterday  morning  alarming 
up ws  from  Hilo  as  to  the  advance!  of  the 
litva.  It  is  almost  certain  that  one  or  more 
of  the  streams  into  which  the  flow  £ioa  di¬ 
vided  will  push  forward  to  the  seA,'  doing 
gpat  mischief.  Tie  flow  which  was  uear- 
ept  to  the  Waiakea  plantation  homestead 
bfoke  out  suddenly,  while  Mr.  Kennedy 
aiid  Charles  lticbardsou  were  iuspePHng  it 
ope  Sunday  recently.  A  stream  of  lava, 
liquid  os  water,  and  glowing  with  a  white 
heat,  broke  from  the  face  of  the  fl^w  aud 
r»n  dowu  a  narrow  and  torturous rgulch, 
nearly  a  mile  in  length,  making  such  speed 
that  the  visitors  lmd  to  make  haste  to  avoid 
it.  At  the  foot  of  the  gulch  is  a  hollow, 
which  often  fills  up  with  water,  making  a 
lagoon.  This  is  now  being  filled  with  lava 
and  has  checked  the  onward  flow,  which 
threatened  the  mill  and  other  buildings 
a(  Waiakea  in  such  a  manner  ns  to  lead 
the  manager  to  remove  all  portable  stores, 
afid  to  thke  measures  to  be  iu  readiness  to 
rsmove  the  plaut  itself  to  a  placo  of  sntety. 
Toward  the  end  of  the  week,  however,  the 
supply  of  lava  seems  to  have  slackened 
somewhat,  aud  hopes  were  entertained  that 
if;  the  flat  now  being  overflowed  should  be 
filled  np  the  stream  may  pass  forward  to 
the  sea  without  destroying  the  mill.  There 
are  two  outlets  for  it.  One  of  these  is  by  a 
gulch  a  little  more  than  half  a  mile  on  the 
Puna  side  of  Hilo — by  this  route  the  lava 
would  pass  comparatively  harmlessly  to  the 
sea  by  way  of  the  coarse  of  the  Waiolama 
stream.  The  other  is  a  shallow  .gulch 
known  as  Kukuao,  and  lies  nearer  to  Waia¬ 
kea,  and  there  is  mnch  reason  to  fear  that 
if  this  ckaunel  is  taken  by  the  lava,  it  will 
quickly  fill  np  the  gulch  and  overflow  the 
level  ground,  aud  destroy  the  plantation 
bfiildiugs.  The  fields  of  growing  cane  are 
not  threatened,  the  lava  beiug  now  past 
them  aud  at  a  level  Considerably  below 
them,  Crashing  is  being  carried  on  with 
the  utmost  vigor  in  order  to  get  as  mnoh 
work  as  possible  done  beforehand  in  case  of 
no  to  ward  results  to  the  mill. 

;  The  natives  have  cleared  out  of  their 
habitations  in  the  neighborhood,  and  are 
also  leaving  Hilo.  The  town  itself  is  not 
menaced  by  the  flow  just  described,  but 
there  ia  another  one  which,  if  it  breaks  out 
i«  a  similar  manner,  must  overwhelm  a 
large  part  the  town.  Its  course  being  di. 
reotly  forkhe  main  street.  —  Uonolxdu  Con- 
mercial  Advertiser.
